EVER INCREASING POSTAL COSTS MAKING IT EXPENSIVE TO MAIL OUT WOODS - WHAT IS THE SOLUTION 
TO THE PROBLEM - LET'S HERE FROM YOU 


The metoric rise in postal rates for a first class letter over the past two decades in Canada 
poses a big hardship to those woodies who enjoy mailing out their woods to others. 


With first class mail to a Canadian address now at 40c, or 43¢ with GST, it now costs more 


to mail out a round wood than the actual cost of the wood. Postal rates to the United 
States are even higher.

woods in the near future and I feel the rates are prohibitive now for some of our members. 
Right now it costs $1.00 or more to obtain a single wood that one must write for. This 
takes into account the cost of the wood and postage both ways. Our American members have 

it a little bit better - with lower postage costs. @ « 


What is the answer to the problem posed by the high postal costs involved in ordering 
and mailing out individual woods? I really do not know. I ask for your suggestions. 


Here are a few possibilities. More collectors, myself included, will be bringing woods 
to coin shows and to coin conventions to give out to fellow woodies. This could 
include Christmas woods, some of which may be given out in the heat of July during the 
Annual CNA Convention. 


A central depot for mailing out a group of woods issued by various collectors is another 
possibility. The issuer would send the depot a certain quantity of his woods and the 
person in charge would list them. Once or twice a year a list of available woods could 
be sent out. ‘To save on postage maybe the iist could be sent out with Timber Talk. 
Those desiring certain woods on the list could order them and pay the postal costs 
indicated on the list. If the wood was for sale, the person in charge of the project 
could collect the money. This propisition would have to be modified and refined 

over time but it might work.
